13ut by and large tho so vice hero has been 
excellent. Last 1 wrote you was after dodi'a accident ^ as I now recall when I got no 
answer X gigured you’d just cleaned out. Glad fron this nailing that she seems to be OK. 

Wliat you guys coll golden olides are all strange to ne. Never hea£d of most of 
those songs. Guess they wore popularvhen 1 had little time for t)ie radio *tnd when I kept 
the hifi tuned to tho classical music station, of which in this entire area there then 
was but one. I'd been its news am special events editor and *11 its traffic manager. 

Exercise is great. I was told after the second emergency operation I had, arterial , 
that had i nbt lived a vigorous life my heart would have just quit. Kfyiich for several 
hours they’d expected. Right now the exercise is quite limited. Ten simple exercises each 
to a 1(>~count twice a day plus a little walking in tho house plus just moving around as 
i have to, that is it. I'm hoping that tomorrow will bring tho lifting of done restrictions. 
Being driven back to Johns u opk±ns for first check and testing and X hope that they wind k 
up letting ne drive and do a little more. Right new, with us 350' fron tho road and below- 
freezing temperatures and ice we got the mail anil the p-.pers when a friend or neighbor 
brings then in. I want to be able to drive to the call where x am be out oi the weather 
and walk other than in a circle. Which I’ve be*>n doing! Walking is also very good for us. 

We'll see what the future Is. l^ree nbnths from yesterday I'll 1)0 77 and right now 
I’m still pretty tender in places v/nere they moved bones around, etc. I stqy tired but 
not nearly as tired as right after tho operation. problem is X can t stay asleep. 

Pall asleep fine but keep getting up. Yesterday and today 1 :30 a.m. Both days took a nap, 
but I'm still not sleeping enough. 

Tho only tiiries I'm bared is when X run out of interesting books. For some years now 
I've^beon linito 1 in wJiat * can do so I’ve beor. trying to catch up on a-1 tie mading that 
wa3n t possible when 1 was wor King around the clock. Have X been enjoying it, too! 

I'vo not been able to bring myself to write off tho top of the head and I've feared 
that if I wen? to do anything like tiiat, without tho solid documentation I've had in the 
past | tiiat it ’would undermine my existing work. ^ o I’ve done no writing for publication. 

If I d liad a gofer who could fetch fron the files tiiat are in the basement the records 
I'd have used maybe I'd have written more In the more recent past. But X could not pay for 
any such help and had no no and "JLl's artiiritia ruled her out. (,Tux season has begun for 
her already so she'll stay pretty busy for nofe than three months now.) 

V/hile tho extent and nature of interest in the JTK assassination does fluctuate I 
do not find what you report, little interest. Today I made up three packages of books to 
go out in tomorrow's mail and this morning theite was a large fistful of letters respneiing 
to inquiries.
